NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


Some warnings were raised in onr columns in 1879 when the system of 
special Medical Relief to Jews was discontinued by the Board of Guardians. 
On the whole, public opinion favoured the change, end it was made. At a 
recent meeting of the Board a letter from Miss Hyam called attention to the 
increased frequency with which the Jewish poor resort for medical relief to 
the missionaries. The Jews have the right to go to the parochial authorities, 
but apparently prefer in many instances the promptness and kindness of the 
conversionists, In general effect we fully coincide with the~ opinion 
expressed at the Board that Jews who cannot be preserved from conversion 
except by outbribing the tempters are not worth preserving to Judaism. It 
must be recollected however that in sickness the willis weak. Every conntry 
has found it necessary to frame laws to protect the rich from undue influence 
in the moments of mortal anguish, and the poor are equally liable to be in 
those cireumstances deflected from adherence to their usual principles, 
There are also physiological grounds on which it is eminently desirable 


that Jews should consult doctors who have a large practice among Jewish 
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patients. Many of the well-to-do give the preference, among practitioners of 
equal rank, to medical men who are Jews or are recommended by Jews. With 
the poor, the difficulties of language supply another reason for special treat- 
ment. Special medical men would know the incidence of holidays and 
fasts,and of other religious prescriptions,and what have been the peculiar tenden- 
cies of a population who for generations have been poorly fed. Parochial doctors 
in the East Kad are sometimes well acquainted with such peculiarites, and 
sometimes come straight from agricultural districts. The dose which does 
not hurt a sturdy Irishman may kill a nervous Jew, or again a Jew who 
looks frail and perishing to the unaccustomed eye may reveal to a more 
experienced diagnosis stores of vitality enabling him to bear and protit from 
heroic remedies. For all these reasons we are inclined to think that the 
resolutions taken in IS79 may well bear re-examination by the light of 
eleven years’ experience and of the greater knowledge since acquired as to the 
effect of food.and surroundings on the body and mind. 


The Linect has so often startled the public by fatefal warnings as to 
the injurious effect of certain Common practi that. as in the fable, people 
nay be inclined. to ery * Wolf" when it does really denounce dangerous 
habits. Inthe current number our medical contemporary calls attention to 
the evil consequences of standing bare-headed during the recitation of funeral 
SPrvices, At this time of the year the ground is nsnally damp or covered 
with snow. The mere fact of standing for a length of time exposed to such 
conditions is dangerous enough, but the chances of serious injury are consi- 
derably augmented by the usual addition to these hazards oi remaining 
without a covering to the head. This * has no authority but custom, and 
custom can uumake as well as make.’ We shoull hardly express so confi- 
dent a hope ourselves, (Customs are far harder to alter than the most 
stringent laws, and that mainly because the origin and history of customs 
is often more obscure and difticult to trace than the source and development of 
actnal laws. Some Christian clergymen sre inthe habit of officiating in 
skull-caps, but if we remember rightly there was only recently an unseemly 
wrangle during an interment because of the supposed disrespect shown by a 
clergyman yattired. lt 1s some comfort to think that the Jewish custom 
of wearing one’s hat during a funeral has a strong hygienic justification. 
We would commend for general imitation, too, the Jewish method of reciting 
the chief part of the burial-service ¢nvsede toe mortuary chapel and not actually 
over the grave, Itseems that some Christian ministers have already adopted 
the practice of reading at the grave only that portion of the service which the 
rubries ab-o ute’'y enjoin for recital there,

That the subject will amply repay study is unquestionable. These ethical 
is, a3 the name which Mr, Abrahams has given them clearly indicates, are 
mainly homilies on conduct. Here and there they contain maxims of wordly 
wisdom : but their chief aim is to inculeate the duty of ieading a noble life, 
As the counsel given is mostly practical, we understand at “once what a 
noble life meant to the writer. Thus a powerful and a most valuable light 
is thrown upon the moral conceptions of the Jews of olden times. Their 
ethical ideals are seen to have been of the loftiest character, and these parental 
homilies in themselves suftice to prove that, even in these times of oppression, 
the Jew could still preserve his integrity, still keep unimpaired his sweetness 
of disposition. Mvekness, honesty, neighbourly virtues to be displayed 
even towards the Cientile, consistent rectitude of life which no temptation 
was to succeed in sullying—these are the qualities which are continuously 
held up to admiration. A better acquaintance with the testaments of the 
great men of Medieval Jewry will tend to clear Up tiany illusions respecting 
the moral condition of Israel! in the past. Jewish ethics are still practi- 
cally an unexplored tield—and one of the most effective means 
of Opening up this interesting domain is to edit and expound these ethical 
wills. Indirectiy, too, they are valuable. They afford more than a glimpse 
of the character of the writers. of their history, ‘and of the mode of life pre- 
vailing among the Jews of their day. They give an idea, too, of the com- 
munal hte of tae past, and show that many of the difficulties which now 
perplex us were actually felt by former generations. Thus, to take only one

CORRESPONDENCE, 
THE RABBINATE, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Srr,—No subject has elicited more interest within our community during the 
present genet ition than the Rabbinate question, wluch has engaged the communal 
mind since the death o: tne iate Chief Rabbi. But it 1s to be feared that the 
super-abundan e of interest and enthusiasm which was evinced on the question at 
the residence of the future Chief Rabi, now happily settled to the satisfaction 
of all concerned, has had the effect of detracting somewhat from the careful 
attention demanded by many detaila of much greater importance. At any rate, 
such is the Impression which will be produc edon the minds of those wlio are 
keenly watching the proceedings of the spe jal Sub-Committee appointed by the 
Executive of the United by the report of their deliberations whic 
ippeared in your issue of last week. The question of solemnisation of marriages 
by the future Chief Rabbi engaged the C Wumittee's attention, and it having been 
authoritative ly stated that Lr. Adler was anxious to solemnise all inarriages at the 
ordinary charges, a recommendation to this eflect was adopted, and will eventually 
be brought before the Council for ratification. I venture to think that this result 
was arrived at without due consideration having been given to the subject from 
its several points of view. The Committee seems to have too readily accept 
the generous and self-sacrificing offer of Dr. Adler—an offer which, doubtless, 
owes its origin to his earnest desire to place his ministrations at the service of 
all classes of the mmunity—but trust th it the subies will be reconsidered in 
connection with the facts which it is the object of this letter to place before the 
community. It was stated at the Sub-Committee that the late Chief Rabli 
solemnised all marriages at the ordinary rate as far as this arrangement was 
practicable. But was not this arrangement found to be quite Mapracts abie ? 
Did it not entail much inconvenience on the general public ? I feel sure many a 
Jew and Jewess will, on reading these lines, recall the weary waiting ior the 
Rav, which they had to endure on their nuptial day ; many a minister, the valu- 
able time a hich wis lost to him by reason of the delay in the arrival of his 
Ecclesiastical Chief. Could it be otherwise when the Chief Rabbi had, on the 
same day to solemnise marriages, North, South, East and West. And even if the 
spiritual head of the Synagogue were possessed of the wings of an eagle and able 
to speed his way from place to place with lightning rapidity, I should still 
adhere to the opinion that the privilege of uniting our children in wedlock 
should devolve upon those whose duty it is to console their parents in trial and 
SOTTOW, ViZ.. Upon the local ministers. When the residence of the future Chief 
Rabbi was the subject of discussion in your columns, it was forcibly urged by 
those who were opposed to the proposal that the Chief Rabbi should make hrs 
home in the East End, that the incumbent of the Rabbinate should not be reduced 
to the level of a local Ininister, With equal torce ] would ask, is it just to our 
clergy, is it wise from a comnunal point of view, that a duty which has been 
satisfactorily performed for more than ten years by the local ministers, should 
now be withdrawn from them and again placed upon the heavily-burdened 
shoulders of the Anvlo-Jewish Primate ? In your leading article last week you 
said : ** We are in the habit of talking vlibly f nough of the duty of raising the 
standard of the Jewish minister : but hitherto much has been done to degrade it.” 

The proposed change with regard to the lemnisation of marriages will 
certainly tend to substantiate the truth of this statement; for it will reTuse to 
the ministers of the most important London Synagogues a privilege which is 
enjoyed by the luinister of the small st provincial congregation. But K will 
doubtless be urged that the local ministers will assist the Chief Rabbi in the 
celebration of the marriage ceremony. It has been my privilege to be present 
on several occasions when the Delegate Chief Rabbi has been thus assisted by 
two of his ministers, and if my memory serves me right, the assistance 
amounted to the Chazan singing the introductory “Ie "D and the last of the seven 
benedictions, and the chief minister of the congregation standing at the right 
hand of the celebrant silently looking ol. :

Jews.’ What are the ideas and aspirations of English Jems properly so called 
that are offended by Judaisin as it at present exists? Do they think that they 
can alter it and still call it Judaism % Nobody prevents a man modelling his own 
religious life to suit his own conception of what is right, but Judaism is not to be 
hacked and lopped and planed to suit the vagaries of each self-constituted reformer. 
We are told to beware eg refusing the studiously moderate demands of a section 
of the community whose intlience lies not merely in its social position but in its 
intellectual status.” This continued proclamation of the intellectual superiority 
of those who, having “ got on” in the world consider Judaism too old fashioned 
for them is becoming monotonous. We have heard it before. and if one jndves 
of the intellectual status of the advocates of reform one meets in daily life one 
begins to see that it is not a claim that will stand investigation.

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MR. PHILIP ABRAHAM. 


We regret to announce the death, on Wednesday nicht, of Mr. Philip Abraham, 
in his 87th year. He had been ailing for along time, but preserved lis faculties to 
the last. The deceased was a prolitic writer, and his name _ will be 
familiar to readers of the Jewish Chronicle, to the columns of which he has 
contributed chiefly odd items of curious information he had gleaned in course 
of his omnivorous reading. In 1879 he published a volume of. these literary 
‘unconsidered trifles.” under the title AYIA : Curiosities of Jucdaisin. 
Facts, Opinions, Anecdotes and Remarks, relative to the Hebrew Nation.” He 
had previously published a volume of prose and verse compositions under tlie title 
of “ Autumn Gatherings.” Ile was a prolitic writer. Upwards of thirty years 
ago he wrote * The Autobiography of a Jewish gentleman,” but we believe only 
a fragment was published, the remainder still being in manuscript. 

Mr. Abraham acted for the Secretary of the West 
Synagogue of British Jews. He was also known to a past pens ration as a teacher 
of Hebrew, several of his pupils being Christian clergymen. He was the 
eldest son of the late Mr. Victor Abraham, of Lisle Street, Leicester Sauare, one 
of the founders of the Western Synagogue, St. Alban’s Place, Haymarket 
(formerly in Denmark Court), of which congregation another son, Mr. 8. V. 
Abraham, has been for many years a warden. Madame Leonora Braham, well- 
known in opera bouffe, and who has just returned from South. America, is a 
daughter of Mr. Philip Abraham. 

The funeral will take place on Sunday at noon, at the Balls Pond C 


DR. HEINRICH JACOBSON, 


We regret to announce that Dr. Heinrich Jacobson, the well known phy- 
sician, died in Berlin on the 10th inst. He was Professor at the Berlin Univer- 
sity and Principal Physician to the indoor section of the Jewish Hospital. Like 
lis younger brother, Professor Dr. Julius Jacobson, the celebrated oculist, who 
died last year, he was a man of great eminence. He began his career in his native 
place as a Clinical Physician and teacher at the University of Konigsberg. 
Experimental pathology was one of his favourite studies ever since that branch 
of the medical science had been introduced in Germany by Dr. Virchow and the 
late Professor Traube. In 1847 on taking his degree of Doctor at the University 
Halle, his dissertation was a contribution on that subj@t, and treated of the 
vagus in its relations tothe heart. Dr. Jacobson devoted his time to the question 
of the circulation of the blood. Among his most important works must be men- 
tioned “ Beitrige zur Hamodynamik,” 1860 and 1862, Studies en the “ Bewe- 
gungen des Blutes in den Venen,” Virchow’s Archiv,” 1866 ; and 
the experiments on “ Den Blutdruck beim “Aufenthalt in conprimirter Luft, 
which he published in 1877, conjointly with Dr, Lazarus. 

The result of his researches on the doctrine of the temperature of the body 
in psychological and pathological regards were published in his studies ; * Veber 
normale und pathologische Localtemperatur,’ aud * Ueber die certliche Waerme 
Entwickelung bei der Entzuendung.” Among Jacobson’s clinical experiments 
a prominent place must also be given to those on the“ sounds” of the heart. Since 
1872 Dr. Jacobson lived in Berlin, and when Dr. Traube died Dr, Jacobson 
became his successor at the Jewish Hospital, and held the post until his owu 
death. 

A nephew of the deceased, Dr. Julius Jacobson, is practising in Lendon as 
an oculist, and enjoys a great reputation well-earned. 

At the funerai of Dr. Jacobson on Sunday the large numher of people 
patent was an evident proof of the high esteem in which he was held, not only 
y his colleagues but by all classes of people.

SOUP 


KITCHEN, 


During its useful career the Soup Kitchen for Jewish Poor in Fashion Street 
has rarely had better occasion to justify its existence than was the case on Monday 
evening. The snow was falling heavily at the time of the opening of the Soup 
Kitchen for the winter season, and the contrast was great between the cold without 
and the warmth and light within, from whence there came a pleasant odour of the 
excellent fare that awaited some five hundred hungry applicants. 

_ Ina genial speech, Mr. ALFrep L. Cowen, the President, referred to the criti- 
cisms to which the Soup Kitchen had been subjected Ly some who arguec that it did 
too much, and by others that its operations did not go far enough. He ridiculed 
the idea that the Jewish charities in London drew to this country people who but 
for the lavish benevolence of English Jews would go elsewhere. Terrible indeed, 
raid Mr. Cohen, must be the condition of these poor people, if so slight a boon as 
a little soup an’? bread was sufficient to attract them here. As regards the institu- 
tion. which owe: its existence to the benevolent inspiration of the late Chief Rabbi, 
he did not claim chat its organisation was perfect, or incapable of improvement, 
but he did claim that it was being further improved year by year. Another set of 
critics who declared that the Soup Kitchen did too little desired to livk with the 
charity a species of Kosher Restaurant for the sale of food to those capable of paying 
a couple of pence, So impressed were the Committee with the kindliness of thought 
of there who advocated the pian that they gave it their laborious consideration, 
but they came to the conclusion very reluc antly that by adopting it there would 
be the fear of doing two things badly instead of doicg one well. If the Committee 
undertook to sell meals, the matter would bave to be carried out on strict business 
principles. No doubt there might be some difficulty in getting Moses to pay on 
‘Tuesday for that which Aaron obtained on Wednesday for nothing. It might also 
be possible that some men after paying for a few weeks would declare that they 
had no more means, and therefore demand a meal gratis. It would bs im- 
possible for the officials of the institution to denysuch a man. The Committee had 
for all these reasons decided to reject the idea of selling weals. But another pro- 
posal had been made, to increase the number of distributioas in each week. The 
response to this suggestion lay in the ha: ds of the community, but failing such 
increased financial support as would permit ef thia propcsal being carried out, there 
was an Opportunity to generous friends of the poor ot giving a dinner on an off- 
night to nearly 700 persons. at a cost of abodt £12 12s. No better means could be 
found of commemorating stile apniversaric a, either Joyous or mournful, than 
by spending a few pounds in giving a meal tothe poor, and in the case of an 
anniversary of the death of a veloved relative, the memory of the just would 
indeed become a blessing. The donors of a special meal would be associated 
therewith by its being regarded as their dinner. and the plen he sketched out would 
also permit of carrying out of the duty of Mr. Cuhen subsequently 
aunounced, amid cheers, that he wou d inangurate the coming new year by giving 
a meal at his expense on Thursday, lst of January, an evening on which no 
distribution took place.

Mr W. ARonsBERG, J.T. (of Manchester), and Mr. H. LANDAU also spoke to 
votes of thanks. 

The Rev. Dr. Adler and Mrs. Adler gave out the first portion of soup and bread, 
Mr. Alfred L. Cohen meanwhile prouonucing the grace before meals in Hebrew and 
English. 

The soup, of which most of the viritora themselves pariook, was excellent 
and extremely nutritious, larje quantities «f meat having been usei in its prepara-

AFTER THE GUILDHALL MEETING. 


A.tnovan only ten days have elapsed since the great indignation meeting 
was held at the Guildhall, it is not premature to survey the field of battle 
and to endeavour to measure the degree of success which has so far attended 
the movement in Western Europe for the relief of the Jews of Russia. The 
task is all the more appropriace since the (iuildhall demonstration marks a 
climax in the campaign. It has given rise to an extraordinary manifestation 
of sympathy throughout the world, and its message of protest has been 
swollen by a grand chorus of “* Amens” from the reputable press of almost 
every civilised State in the two hemi-pheres. As yet the only visible result 
has been the promulgation of new and still more oppressive laws in 
Russia itself. It is not likely, however, that they will be enforced. [ussia 
is fond of vindicating her dignity by blasts of defiance of this character, but 
she has too much of the susceptibility to public opinion which characterises 
all proud natures to give practical effect to her threats. We may 
rely upon it that the proposed laws which were disclosed on the day 
of the Guildhall Meeting are only what military strategists call a 
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reconnaissance in force designed to cover an actual retreat. In 


1X82 the visible attitude of the Russian Government was the same 
#s it is to-day, but still the indignant demonstrations in Western 
Europe attained their end. The outrages were gradually stopped, and after 
a decent interval General Ioxatizrr was dismissed, and the Ministry of the 
Interior confided to a statesman of milder views. In the same way, Mr. 
Kexnay’s articles on Siberian prisons effected their purpose. They were 
confiscated on the frontiers, but their message reached the Government 
bureaux at St. Petersburg, and latterly Russia has endeavoured to pose as a 
champion of model prison management and the legitimate heir of Jony 
Howarp. It must be remembered that Russia enjoys peculiar facilities for 
setting her house in order without making any visible surrender to her 
critics. The mysterious Administrative Order, of which so much has lately 
been heard, overrides the permanent Statute Book, and it is consequently 
possible to obtain a considerable mitigation of the grievances of the Jews 
without recalling one single edict or abrogating a line of the May Laws. It 
is not too sanguine to hope that something of this kind may result from the 
recent demonstrations. 

More continued and lasting, however, will be the indirect operation of 
the European protest. It is a further contribution to the gradually accumu- 
lating force to which the bolts and bars of the Russian ghetto must ultimately 
give way. Nor are its workings altogether untraceable. One result of the 
present agitation in Western Europe has been to produce an echo of a very 
significant kind in Christian Russia itself. The protest in favour of the 
Jews recently circuiated under the auspices of Count Toistor is a remarkable 
manifestation, the full meaning of which will not escape the understanding of 
far-sighted Russian statesmen. [istinguished men have championed the cause 
of the Jews before now in the Councils of the Empire. Count Ostrowsky 
strongly advocated their emancipation in a letter to M. (zixsxy 
half a century ago; Prince Orn.orr expressed a similar view in his Memoire 
on the Raskol which he presented to the Czar in 1858, and, only a few years 
since, Prince Demiporr San Dowsato wrote two books denouncing the 
oppressive legislation under which the Jews are doomed to live. These 
were, however, only individual expressions of opinion, and, in a sense, more 
or less privileged. The present movement is of quite a different character. It 
is a sort of expression of public opinion—hitherto an unknown quantity in 
Russian sociology—popular and consultative in its methods, and founded, 
not on passing sympathy with distress, but on deeply rooted convictions in 
favour of religious liberty. The formation of an indenendent public 
opinion in what the  antocratic has most 
to fear, It is all very well for the Russian newspapers to sneer at 
Count Torstor and his associates as * impracticable idealists :" but, as a

matter of fact, the whole fabric of Russian Government depends so much on 
popular imagination that it cannot aflord to drive men of the calibre of 
Count Torstor into channels of thought and action opposed to it. A wise 
statesmanship will hasten to enlist such idealists in the service of the 
existing regime. Itcannot suppress them It scarcely dares to muzzle them. 
Whatever it does with them, their movement will grow and strengthen, and 
with it the cause of the Jews will also progress. 

This is not the only product of the persecution of the Jews, which must 
exercise the anxieties of patriotic and intelligent Russian statesmen. At 
home there is also the worsening condition of the western provinces the 
extending injury to Russian trade, the increase in the ranks of the Nihilists, 
and the demoralising elements introduced into the Church by false conver- 
sions. Abroad there is a decided accentuation of the political isolation of 
Russia. The Triple Alliance has cut the Czar adrift from all the powers 
except France ; the persecution of the Jews seems destined to rob bim of his 
last friend. The indignation felt in France is as deep asin England, and 
the newspapers have not hesitated to give expression to it. Nor is this 
indignation of an ephemeral character. It is no mere objective outburst of 
sympathy, but it has a permanent subjective basis in the shape of the 
annoyance arising from the continuous stream of destitute emigrants which 
the Russian policy pours steadily into the labour markets of Western Europe. 
In fact, the persecution is thought to be a source of material injury by 
some of the population among all the neighbours of Russia, and it is resented 
accordingly. This is one reason why the Jews need never appeal in vain 
to European sympathy, and it is this which must give the recent 
demonstrations so much practical weight in Russian eyes.

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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
Sr. Perersurc, DecempBer, 1890. 

Hitherto the Jewish question has been discussed in a narrow and party 
gpirit, entirely abandoned to the anti-Semitic press. The latter have used itasa 
never failing source of “copy” of a piquant and satirical nature, which, as no 
reply is likely to be heard from the other side, did not require much basis in facts. 
Of late the professedly tolerant journals, most of which belong to the so-called 
“liberal” party and nota few that till now held aloof have adopted the policy of openly 
resenting the calumnies‘and less than childish arguments of the Judeophobes, This 
has necessitated an appeal for help to the strongest champions of the latter party, 
and as a consequence we have the extraordinary series of letters of Mr. Tovaisky, 
hitherto only known to fame as the compiler of the accepted school history. 
This work, apart from numerous unconscious errors, is a Veritable burlesque of 
Russia's annals. The same perversion of facts and naivet« in argument pursues the 
learned historian in his journalistic efforts. Lis main position is that as it is the 
tribe of the Great Russians who have gathered together the various populations 
and territories forming the Russian Empire, they alone have the right to social 
and political freedom! He thus leaves out of sight the constant policy of. the 
Russian Czars since Peter Ll. to give individually greater privileges to all foreign 
elements than those en oved by the natives themselves. Thus the “ tehin.” or 
class of nobility aith the numerous social and material advantages attaching to it,

belongs of right to nearly all Germans, Swedes, Poles, Asiatics, who can show a 
trace of claim to gentility according to the various. social mstitutes. This 


favouring of the foreigner at the expense of the Russian isa matter of high policy 


aimed at securing his lovalty and contentment. The Jews, who at any rate, on 
the score of education, stand as high a iny foreign element, if admitted to the 
same treatment. woul? still further contribute to that consolidation of a hetero 

neous popul ition Which is the tirst olmect of the Government. Mr. llovaisky 
ntirely icnores the relation of the Jewish poprl ion to mithitary service. AS a 
matter of fact. the Jewish contingent has, since the time of Nicholas we heen propor- 
1! nately almost three times that of the Christians, as 20 per thousand, nami ly, tod. 
There are at the present time one hundred thousand Jewish troops. Their conduct in 
the field, as has been often before said, has been praised by such well known 
Russian Generals as Kuropatkin and Tchernaeff. Happily, both Mr. Ilovaisky’s 
theories and facts have been sutiich ntly eriti ised and refuted in the press of both 
ipitals. A far asthe a “al Col le ration of the questi foes, little h is 
heen left to be sand. Unfori inately, without } wwerful intluence being br ucht 


to bear upon the bureaucrati ichine, little practical result can b hop d for. As 
to foreign opinion, it is precisely of value as far the Russian Government looks 
for diplomatic support in that quarter, Thusat presentit can hardly be said that 
Loelish opinion weighs ve ry at ivily. while that of France and the United States 
undoubtedly dees. The importance attached to the latter may be judged from 
the efforts made by the Russian Government to refute the statements in Kennan’s 
book on the Siberian prisons.. They have even gone to the trouble, through the 


agency of Madame de Novikoft (* O. K.") of getting a young and enthusiastic 
traveller, Mr. de Windt, to go over part of the same ground in the hope that 
he wight see things otherwise, 

That so far no improvement is visible in the general situation may be 
gathered from the rumoured result of the questions for information addressed by 
the Minister of the Interior to the various Governors. After reco¢nising that a 


certain portion of the Jewish population ef the Pale are occupied in’ harmless 


pations wlich,in the opinion of the authorities exercise a baneful influence on 


the general population. That some of these professions, although harmful are 
not tnore so when exercised by Jews than by Christians does not. seem to enter 
int the heads of the reporters. Among ns ure noted the ¢ eping 
of taverns and brothels, money-lending, agency, leasing of real property, engaging 
in local trade. Hence the Ministrv of the Interior has drawn. the « <traordinars 
conclusion that to ‘ive the Jews gweneraily the right of s it! ent and free m Ve 
ment from place to place in all Russia would only tend to spread the activity of 
the least desirable contingent of this people. Hence, too, it thinks n essary to 
appiy universally and unconditionally the following disabilites : (1) Jews are 
nottyv receive. vovernment contracts ord rs. They not engac in 

the sale or manufacture of spirit or strong drinks except. when the manufactur 
is destined to supply foreign markets. (93) Money-lending and certain other 


eccupations are forbidden them. These prohibitions apply to baptised Jews, but 
not to their children when the latter were born after the reception of their 
parents into the church. There is only one consolation in the face of such unjust 
and cruel edicts, it is physically and morally impossible to carry them out. We 
do not by this mean to mimimise the suffering and hardship which must never- 
theless result from even a partial application of the law.

We hear 
that a Statute dratted atthe Ministry cf the Interior )s being laid before the Council of 
the State, The proposed Statute is, in iteelf, rt matkably brief, but has tacked on 
to it a considerable number of explanatory clauses. The preamble having set forth 
that an insufficiency of unoccupied lands required for the relief of the overcrowded 
native population hes long been maxing itrelf felt in the Empire, the Statute pro. 
ceeds categorically to forbid any further foreign colonisation, with the Proviso, 
however, that the Minister cf the Interior shall have power to grant, ine xceptional 
cases, poss ssion of land to foreigners, but cnly on certain conditions, to be teft to 
the consideration of the high st power in the State : and with the stipulation, 
in all cases indispensable, that such foreign landowners shall become Russian 

* Further, the Statute developes the Law of Iss7 respecting Colonists already 
in possession of real estate in the Emtire. All such settlers wiil be compelled to 
accept Rossian citizenship witbin a period of three years, er to band their pri perty 
to others, and quit the confines of tte Empire. Again, the regulations concerning 
the taking up of Russian citizenship are considerably stricter than heretofore. 
Thus, a necessary condition to be compiled with by all desirous of becoming Kussian 
sunjects will be the possession of a sullicient knowledge of the language and of cer- 
tain fundamental laws of the Empire, the uncerstending of which is required from 
every newly-admitted subject before he takes the oath of allegiance. The clause of 
the old law, by which the Minister of the Interior may refuse to entertain an 
application for admittance to citizenship. without giving any explanation of his 
refusal, ts to remain in full force.”

RUSSIAN EMIGRATION TO BRAZIL.

The Rev. Dr. ADLER then delivercd a short address in German, taking as his 
text the verse from the Haphtorah of the previous day, Nehemiah ec. iii. v. %, “ For 
behold the stone that I have laid before Joshua, apon one stone ehall be engraven 
seven eyes; behold I will engrave the graving thereof, saith the Lori of Hosts.” 
Dr. Adlerinthe course of his remarks said that the “ seven eyes’ referred to the 
love and Providence of the Lord for his people. “ I will enyvrave the graving thereof, 
saith the Lord.” This shonid assure them that although their synagogue was unpre- 
tentious in size and appearaoce, it could, if the services were conducted with due 
reverence and their lives were guided by the light of their services, rank with the 
most magnificent synagogue ard be compared with the Temple itself. It gave him 
great pleasure to be present on that occasion, as their synag>),rne had been standing 
on its present site for forty years, aod the new builing would be far in advance 
from a sanitary point of view of its predecessor. He observed that the title 
of their Chevra was YON) Peace and Trath, and he adjured them to stand 
faithfully and firmly by their standad, avoidieg all quarrels and all untruths. 
He was also glad to see that associated with the Society was a sick fund, by means 
of which they practised thrift and assisted an ailing brother. He begged them to 
study the Law and to observe its sacred precepts. The portion read during Chanuka 
reminded them that tyrannical governmen's rose against the Jews DMSU> 
{FNA, * to cause to forget thy Law.” and so it was at the present day with the 
downtrodden Jews in Russia; evenin this land there were conversion-moogers 
and tempters still more hostile who endeavoured to make Israel ‘'forgetthy Law.” If 
they studied the Law and otserved it, it would be atowerof streneth untothem. If 
they did this, when tneir synagogue was completed they could with trath observe 
the * Feast of Dedication.” Dr. Adler then offer-d up a fervent prayer in English, 
followed by the Prayer for the Queen and Royal Familv. 

Mr. Samcent Montacc, M.P., after thanking Mr. Mark Mosex and his colleagues 
for the hand-ome trowel, said that his long experience in East London conviaced 
him that moderate-rized local synazogues, such as that in course of construction, did 
much good, because they were in aceorjance with the requirements of those who 
lived io the neighbourhoo!. It was possible that, in the distant futare, modern 
views might penetrate Whitechapel ting big synagocues to be res rted to 
occasionally, but he hoped th: se view would be resisted to the utmost. He hoped 
that the East Lordon Jews woold be stiffnecked in clinging to their old religions 
customs, and tothec mplete control of their syvoayogzues, and that anv attempt to 
drive them into big SVnacozues, controlled by o hers. would result in a ftailure. 
Toe Federated Synagogues exercised a beneficial influence. especially on Jewa from 
Poland. They all knew that. the majority of immigrants merely pas+ed on to 
America, but those who stayed sought ont their countrymen iu certain Chevras. 
They learnt thrift by joining the benefit societies attac el to tive synagozues, The 
Chevras saved the foreign Jews from missionaries, Atheists, and Anarchi-ts. Tha 
Federation, by utilizing existing organisations, had inflaenced for goot the whole 
of East Londor. He would not recapitalate all the successtul efforta of the 
Federation ; he would only cite that in-tance. The Federation had pressed upon 
the representatives of the Old Castle Street Chevra the necessity of pulling down 
the former insanitary building, hence the reconstruction. The Federation was now 
recognised and favoured by Lord Rothschild, but other prominent Jews were still 
hostile. Opposition only consolidated and invigorated their efforts.. Other insti- 
tutions had veen opposed yet prospered: for instance,the Jewish Homeand Jews 
Shelter. Outside the community the Salvation Army owed its immense following 
to hostility from others. He then referred to the Guildhall Meeting, where 
eminent men of a!! Christian sects championed the Jewish cause. The Bishop of 
Ripon evidently thought that all Jews lighted candles on Sabbath eve, and that all 
ate kosher meat. The Jews should all act up to the Bishop's standard in keeping 
their laws. Mr. Montagu then referred to the faults of the Jews, and appealed to 
them to avoid recourse to law courts, to conform to the rules regulating labour, and 
to the law of the land. They should adopt the habits and customs of the English 
people without sacrificing any of their religious daties. He concluded with a 
forcible appeal for contributions to the building fund, reminding them that they 
would receive the interest in this world. and the principal in the world to come. 

Dr. LERNER. who spoke in English, said that the stone just set testified 
eloquently to the zeal and fervour which animated all the members of that ayna- 
gogue. Their contributions had not been given without sacrifices, and they would 
see the result of their sacrifices in a more spacious and haudsome House of Prayer. 
The building of snch synagogues might lead to the eventual reconstruction of the 
Temple in Palestine, the final result of their restoration. 


DALSTON JeWisit SCHOOLS.—On Saturday evening last a Chanucah Treat 
was given to the pupils of the Dalston Jewish Schools, and was also attended by 
a number of young children living in the neighbourhood. The Chanucah lamp was 
lit, all the children joining in singing the Wot: 7°:xr. The first part of the enter- 
tainment consisted of a magic lantern show by Mr. Woodraf, the illustrations being 
explained by Mr. 8. P. Van Raalte, the Headmaster. This was followed by a 
capital exhibition of legerdermain by Prof. Warschawski, pianoforte selections by 
Misses J. Valentine and F. Clozenburg, and songs by Miss ©. Gluckstein, Master 
M. Gershon and Messrs. 1. Newmark and J. Helsby. During the evening the 
children were regeled with fruits, sweets and cakes, the cost being defrayed by 
some members of the Committee and friends of the Institution. Several non- 
Jewish gentlemen aided in arranging the entertainment, wich was evidently 
thoroughly enjoyed, one presenting tke programms and another erecting the 
necessary platforme,

SHELTER. 


POOR JEWS’ TEMPORARY 


On Sunday last the annual general meeting of the contributors 
Jews’ Temporary Shelter was held at the Institation, 84, Leman 
chapel. In the absence from town of Mr. Ells A. Franklin. the 
Herman Landau, one of the Vice-Presidents, occupied the c air, 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the Report and Balance S reet 
abstract of which appeared ia the Jrwish Chronicle of the 28th November) bor 

that the causes which led up to the iocrease in the number of inmat « during “~ 
past year had been such as were not only beyond the control of the Managers of 
the Shelter, but of the people of England—tshe bitter persecution of the Jew, in 
Ru-sia which caused thousands to flee for their lives. Tne Shelter had. however 
been instrumental in sending a large numer forward to the United States and 
Canada. It had been urged that tye laws of Russia were calculated to get rid of 
the Jews, but he wonld point out that Russia was as intolerant of the Jews leavin 
that country, as of foreign Jews entering Russia. Were Russia desirona of rinding 
herself of her Jews, so many restrictions would not b» placed on their departure 
and the poor emigrants wou d not have to run the gauntiet of the frontier guards 
who enriched themselves and robbed the Jews of the money they had put by to 
+tart themselves in their new homes. It was no: true that the Jews arrived in 
England as paupers, but, considering what they had to pass through, it wags 
marvellous that they did not. After +scaping the Russian frootier guards they had 
to encounter the land-sharks of Hamburg, who took fares for New York. avd pat 
the emigran's on ships bound for London. Madame Novikoff. in one of her lett-ra 
claimed that Russia could treat her Jews just as she pleased. He presumed that she 
meant that Russia could make money for her officials, for they could not remain hone:t 
on their miserable pay,an’ they looked upon the five millions of Jews as their natura! 
perquisit-s. He did not look with much hope on “commissions” or “ enquiri:s” in 
Rus-ia, for they were conducted by the very class whose interest it was to heep the 
Jews in their unfortunate condition. The facta must verbally be lad before the 
Czar himself, and he only hoped that the ramourthat the Earl of Meath and Sir 
Joseph Pease had offered to travel to Russia was true, ana would be carried int» 
effect. He was glad to say that, in spite of the great increase in the number of 
inmates, the expenditure had heen kept down. He was associatei with many 
charities and did not know one which did s0 much good with anch small expendi- 
ture as dia the Shelter. The fixed income was stil far below the expentiture, and 
he appealed to the commuvity for support. Beyood financial supporc, he appealed 
for workers. Money was not all that the Shelter required, bat time, for their 
inmates required at the critical moment of their arrival more than a roof anda 
crust of bread; they required counsel and guidance as to whither they should 
direct their course, backwards or forwards. At times it was impossible for some 
of them to earn bread away from their native homes. The Shelter was doing 
important work in prevent ng those who arrived with but two or three pounts 
from spending their last coinin the necessaries for existence. Their small savings once 
spent would truly leave them paupers, whilst by the Shelter theic money was 
turned to account, ana even added to for the purpose of sending them forward.— 
(Cheera.) 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. H. L. HARRIS and carried unanimonsly. 

The Rev. A. Lowy suggested that the authorities of the Sheiter should appeal 
to the Jewish organisations of Hamburg to watch the interests of the Rursian Jeas 
ava should also write letters of warning to Russia. 

Mr. H. A. FRANKLIN drew a tention to proposals which had been mada for 
estab ishing new societies for giving food to refugees, snd urged that safficient co- 
operation did not exist among the Jewish charities. He did not support amalgama- 
tion but thought that the charities should take cog izance of work :arriec. out by 
similar societies. 

The CHAIRMAN said that be had written to the St. Petersbarz Vo’ lerritung and 
other jargon pape:s in Russia, and had also been in correspondence with the Jewish 
authorities at Hamburg. For some time there had been some improvement but it 
Wes not cootinued. He would. however, write again. He would point out t» the 
previous speaker that centralisation would not prove of alvantage to Jewish insti- 
tutions, and also that the new kosher kitchen, which had been proposed, would not 
be a charity but self-snppo:ting.

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JEWS’ COLLEGE LITERARY SOCIETY. 


Mr. Israel Abrahams, M A., read a paper on Jewish Ethical Wills at a meeting 
of the Jews’ College Literary Society on Sunday evening. Mr. 8 Schechter. who 
came up to town from Cambridge, presived. 

In the course of his paper, Mr. Abrahams remarked :—Monetary wills 
are not the only form of Jewish bequests. Jews lef: their children 
other treasures besices money, and 1 was this more lasting form of wealth 
thst was dealt with in E:bical wills, Thess wills coutain the express directions of 
fathers to thrir children or disciples, and were mostly nut written immediately 
before the death of their authors. Ilence the surpicion attaching to death-bed 
utterances voly ap, lies ia force to these wills, when coustitute an im- 
portant branch of Jewish Ethical literature. Mostly they are charmingly naive 
wod simple, aud they maintain a unif rm level of moral excelience. Seme are 
intellectually aud even r-ligiously bower than others, but all are ethically high. 
Phroughout the whole series there is not one sordid thought or hateful seniiment 
and thus these Ethi al wiils offer the best theoretical indication of the Jewish 
character. Having traced the growth of etnical counsels on the part of parents to 
children throuwh th+ Bible, to Apocrypha, aod the Talmud, the lecturer proceeded 
to show how these couusels gradually acquireu a more elaborate shape and gained 
the widest popularity. From the year 1050 downwards, there has been a continuous 
stream of ethical testaments, and at the present day the practice may be said to be 
a well-established fashion or minhag, as ‘vell as a daty inculcated in ethical books. 
The hitherto unprinted will of Ele.zer the Levite of Worms, who died in 1357, was 
quot-d at fall length as atypical epecimen of the class. Like mosi others, it lays 
Kreat stress on commercial hmesty, charity and tuleration, on the avoidance of 
slander and of gambling. on the virtue of moderation in eating and drinking, on 
the absolut+ necessity of cleanliness ia home aud attire, and on the daty of provid. 
ing the female members of the femily with work to do so as to preclude them from 
leading idle lives. The lecture concluded with a series of extracts from a large 
number of testamentsin which many quaint thoughts, carious hapits, and fine ethical 
maxims occurred. These testaments are a splendid ethical chain, the links of which 
constitute the moral apostolic succession of Judaixm. Whatever changes the futare 
may have in store for religion, yet, until tnese injunctions of father to son, iocul- 
cating a simple and moral life, preaching and realixing the highest ideals of conduct, 
maintaining the paramount duty of ennobiing character, until these and similar 
counsels become in very sooth dead words falling on dead ears, it will be premature 
to despair of the virtue of the human race. 

At the close of the paper the usual discussion followed, in which the Rev. A. 
Lowy, De. Friedlinder, Mr. Elkan N. Adler, and the Chairman took part.

JEWISH HOME AND HOSPITAL FOR INCURABLES. 
CC 


On Sunday last a meeting of the ccntributors to the Jewish Home and Hospital 
for Incuravl+s was held at the Lustitution, 49, Victoria Park Road, Mr. Herbert H, 
Raphael, L.C.C., in the chair. 

The CHAIRMAN, in opening the proceedings, said that as that was the first 
meeting of the sub-cribers he would give a short retrospect of the history of the 
Institution. For rome years steps had been taken to found such an Institation but 
all efforts had proved unavailing. The inception of the Jewish Home for Incurables 
dated from 1588, when Mr. M. Barnett, the Honorary Secretary, addressed a letter 
appealing for support, to the Jew/sh Chronicle, which he immediately followed up 
by sammoning a meeting of the supporters of the movement. The present iocome 
amounted to £5) per annum, and was contributed by 150) persons, the majority of 
whom did not belong to the wealthy classes. The large number of the subscribers 
proved beyond doubt that tne institution had taken a firm hold of the pablic mind, 
and that it was held by a large section of the community to be a necessity. The 
charity met with cons:derable opposition, and one of the reasons that its organiza- 
tion had not been completed earlier was the antagonism with which it was met by 
kindred institations and by other charities. The enthusiasm with which however, 
the cause had brea taken up by bot. sexes had over-ridden all opposition, and the 
Jewish Home for Inocurables was now fairly started on ite beceficent career — 
(Cheers.) The Balance-stheet would be made up to the end of the year and would 
shortly afterwards be issued to the subscribers, but meanwhile he would mention 
that during tbe first year of its labours the expenditure had not exceeded the 
income, ana that there was therefore a balan: e on the right side—usually a difficult 
task for anew institution to accomplish. The institution had started with teu 
iomates, but the number then in the home was fourteen, who were maintained at 
an average weekly cost of twenty-shillings per inmate. The amount might appear 
higb, but it compared favourably with kind ed charities, in some of which the cost 
amounted to thirty shillings per patient. The managers hoped at no distant date to 
extend the home, on one sice of which ground was available for building purposes. 
By ao expenditure of £750 accommodation could be provided for six more iamates, 
aod when the additional number were rectiyed the cost per inmate would be still 
further decreased. He poiated with satisfaction to the small amount expended in 
salaries, Toe Lustitution had an Hooorary Secretary who was its life aod soul; the 
office which, in kiudred charities, was the most highly salaried was faithfally carried 
out by a lady who desired to remain anonymous; and there were houorary medical 
officers, solicitors,and also chartered accouutants who acted gratuitously as auditors. 
The contributors could tlerefore depend that their subscriptions would be expended 
only on those whom they desired to benefit and that the amounts would not be 
curtailed by payment of high salaries. He was glad to say that their patients, 
some of whom suffered from complicated complaiuts, were physically relieved in 
the Institation, and that everything was dove to minister to their comfort and to 
bring aray of sunshine into cheir dismal lives, Everything was done to prevent 
time hanging on their hands. All sorts of games were at their disposal, and con- 
certs and entertainments were constantly organised for the pleasure of the patients. 
The work was a holy one, and he appealed to the commonity t» contribute the 
means which were essential to its progress and prosperity.—(Cheets.)

The election of the 
Committee was, after a long ciscussion, postponed until the rules had beeo revised 
and adopted. 

The meetiog terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chairman.

entertainment was varied by some excellent sirgiog and recitations, Inrough the 
kindoess of Mra. Hgory A. Franklin and Mrs. L, B. Joseph liberal supply of 
refreshments wus Messrs. Lazarus and Rosenfeld again sent their kind 
annual present of Toys and Games, A Umely preseat of three dozen Austrian 
blankets has b en kindly sent to the Home by the Ladies Sewing Society per Mrs.

No 
wonder that our poor concessionaires stood aghast at the ever renewed demands, 
Veiled under pretence of dissatisfaction with the work they had executed, and 
preferred to throw the whole overboard. It Was bly from the 
beginning of very light stuff. Indeed it wants a very ‘ong purse and a consum 
uate Knowledge of men and things to push any affair profitably in Turkey. I was 
told on good authority that the great financier, whose unbounded and jadicious 
generosity has rendered him conspicous throughout the world, when in the 
beginning of his career was applying for an important railway concession at 
Constantinople, Ile had been punctual at all official receptions, he had brought 
powerful influences to bear, but all of no avail. So he one fine day went to 
pay his respects to a high personage, who was at the time all powerful in the 
palace. The financier was graciously received, he stated for the hundredth. time 
his reasons for the necessity of the speedy completion of the railway in question, 
and met with the as often repeated reply, that the matter was under due con- 
sideration, that it was even seriously studied, but that most important political 
questions Were weighing so heavily upon Ilis Majesty's ministers that ull now 
it had been impossible to them to come to a decision upon minor questions, But 
that at the next sitting—and so on, with the usual promises.
